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shot near BHS; male 
suspect in custody

After being shot in the face, a 16-year-old 
Belleville High School student was taken to 
St. Joseph Mercy Hospital by Huron Valley 
Ambulance at about 6:30 p.m. Monday. 

Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman 
said the student is in temporary serious 
condition. The gunshot damaged the teen's 
cheek and teeth. 

Chief Berriman said Belleville Police 
recovered the weapon. A 22-year-old 
male is in custody and was expected to be 
arraigned on Wednesday. Berriman said 
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the suspected shooter came in with his 
mother and surrendered to police Monday 
evening. 

Berriman said at about 7 p.m. Monday 
his officers called him to the scene along 
West Columbia between Columbia Court 
and Tuscan Manor, about a block away 
from BHS. He said Police Cpl. Kris Faull, 
the School Resource Officer, got alarmed 
when she saw reports all over Facebook 
about a BHS student being shot. 

A neighbor along West Columbia said he 
saw a male in a brown hoodie walk by and 
then he heard a pop. 
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Danny Belanger threw out the first softball of the season at Saturday's opening day for 
VBALL.

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City Council wrestles with time 
schedule for Strawberry Festival

On May 5, after more than an hour of 
discussing the Administrative Policy for 
the Strawberry Festival June 13-15, the 
Belleville City Council approved a version 
slightly different than that presented by the 
Festival. 

The council took out the part that said the 
city will enforce a restriction on passing 
out handbills in the festival area. Council 
members agreed that would be illegal. 

They also turned down the city enforcing 
restrictions against pets, bikes and 
rollerblades, since the reserve officers 
patrolling the festival do not have the power 
to arrest anyone. And, city employees 
shouldn’t be posting signs for the festival 
as required in the policy. 

But the big disagreement with the 
policy was on the hours the festival will 
be open, especially since a St. Anthony’s 
event brochure lists different times for St. 
Anthony’s than the rest of the festival. 

Since Belleville High School will still 
be in session on Friday, June 13, the 
superintendent was said to have signed off 
on a change that holds off on starting the 
carnival and Beer Tent until 3 p.m. that 
day. 

The St. Anthony Beer Tent has a license 
from the state Liquor Control Commission 
and so the council felt it could not set any 
times for that, although the Beer Tent is 
a part of the festival and should have the 
same hours as the rest of the festival. 
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The Beer Tent will be open 3 p.m. to 
midnight on Friday, noon to midnight on 
Saturday, and noon to 8 p.m. on Sunday. 

The hours for the rest of the festival are 
noon to 10 p.m. on Friday, 10 a.m. to 10 
p.m. on Saturday, and noon to 7 p.m. on 
Sunday. 

“And, music shall end by 10 p.m. on 
Friday and Saturday,” Mayor Kerreen 
Conley stated, and the council agreed. 

George Chedraue, a former council 
member and practicing attorney, said 
someone from the festival committee 
should have been at the council meeting to 
give its side of the policy. 

That’s when Councilman Tom Fielder 
spoke up. He is executive director of the 
Strawberry Festival, but had not entered 
into the debate on the side of the festival. 

He offered to abstain from the council 
vote on the policy, but council members 
rejected his abstention. Fielder joined in 
the unanimous vote to approve the altered 
policy. 

The council members said next year 
there will be an effort to have the Beer Tent 
hours conform to the hours for the rest of 
the festival. 

That was not possible this year because 
Mayor Conley said both the retired Police 
Chief Gene Taylor and the interim Police 
Chief Hal Berriman signed off on the 
midnight Beer Tent closings on Friday 
and Saturday. (Taylor later said he had not 
signed off.)

Sumpter Township 
officials give 
themselves raises 


It wasn't on the official board meeting 
agenda and there was little discussion, but 
on Tuesday night the Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees voted itself some hefty 
raises — effective June 1. 

The vote of those board members present 
was unanimous, although Supervisor 
Johnny Vawters is still out on medical 
leave. 

Township attorney Rob Young said he 
and financial officer Jim Glahn were asked 
to look at salaries for elected officials. 
Young brought their recommendation up 
during his attorney's report. 

He and Glahn found the current pay was 
less than surrounding townships — Van 
Buren and Huron. Sumpter elected officials 
have had no raises since 1993. Over those 
same 21 years, the other employees have 
had an 87% raise, he said. 

Young said Glahn came up with a raise for 
the supervisor, from $16,000 to $21,150; 
the clerk and treasurer from $14,000 to 
$18,101; and the trustees to $8,000. 

The board also approved cost of living 
increases when the other employees get 
them and ongoing increases that match 
the percentages given to the regular 
employees. 

Young said he and Glahn noted that 
township employees took substantial cuts 
several years ago and, “We’re not out of 
the soup yet,” but 21 years without a raise 
is a long time. 
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Monday brought the first of this season’s 
big storms, but there were no tornadoes 
that touched down in the tri-community, as 
far as I know. 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel said that 
officials considered keeping the students 
from going out into the storm at the end 
of the school day, but decided to let them 
leave. I believe it was raining really hard at 
the time, but no tornadoes were around. 

The word was that the storms due on 
Tuesday might be even more exciting. Ah, 
spring in Michigan. 
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Brian Rupnow, who manages the BHS 
auditorium, also is in charge of recording 
the school board meetings and putting them 
on the school district’s cable channel. 

He’sreally close to cablecasting live school 
board meetings and told me at Monday’s 
meeting that he plans on cablecasting live 
for the June 9 meeting. 

Until then, he is getting the bugs out. He’s 
been cablecasting past meetings, football 
games, and other shows and said he will 
post the schedules on the cable channel, 
which is Channel 19 on Comcast Cable. 
I've had Channel 19 running muted in my 
office since I heard he was cablecasting 
and it's coming right along. 
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Victor and Linda Hogan put a question on 
Facebook, “I Grew up in Belleville, MI,” 
that asked about BHS graduations. 

“Interesting question in the local paper. 
If you graduated from BHS, where was the 
commencement ceremony held?” 

For the Hogans it was the boys’ gym in 
1963 and Eastern Michigan University in 
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1966. 

“There were many answers, but this one 
tells everything,” the Hogans wrote to the 
Independent: 

“Peggy J. Curtis: 1965 was the first year 
it was not at BHS. It was at Bowen Field 
House at EMU. We were a large class and 
the gym could no longer accommodate all 
of the parents, relatives and friends.” 
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One of our readers emailed me that she 
had worked out her personal cost for the 
library millage and it will sabotage her 
$100 personal budget cuts for this year. 
That decides the question for her, she 
wrote. 
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I was running a little late to the school 
board meeting on Monday night so I didn’t 
stop to see why all the fire trucks and police 
cars were at the side of West Columbia 
Avenue as I drove by heading to the high 
school. I should have stopped. 

Later I found out the police and fire 
officials, some from VBT, were all working 
on finding the weapon after tending to the 
student who was shot. They found the gun 
and the suspect turned himself in.

Library board needs to 
be more realistic 


To the Editor: 

Over the last several months, I have read 
about the BADL library saga in your paper; 
from the steadfast actions of Barbara 
Rogalle Miller to make sure the public is 
rightfully informed to BADL’s closed door 
meetings that at least seem clandestine and 
at worst are against the Open Meetings 
Act. 

I have also read the letters to the editor 
that have both supported and opposed the 
proposed Library and I would like to add 
my voice to those who are opposed. 

Today, I spent a fair amount of time 
reviewing the Proposed Library plans and 
millage request advertised in the BADL 
newsletter. 

I say advertised because the numbers 
quoted are spun a little. BADL indicates 
that the new library millages will total 1.96; 
0.96 mills to pay back the bonds to build 
the new library and 1.00 mills to pay for 
operations (this is in addition to 0.7 mills 
that we already pay for operations). 

BADL also indicates that the 1.96 millage 
on a $150,000 house equals an increase 
in taxes of $147 per year. This is true. 
However, 0.7 mills on a house worth 
$150,000 is $52.50. 

This means if you own a house worth 
$150,000, you currently pay $52.50 per 
year for the library. This proposal would 
result in that amount increasing almost 
30096 from $52.50 to $199.50 ($1474 
$52.50) per year. 

That is too much of an increase, especially 
for our communities that have a median 
household income of about $50,000. A 
2013 library millage of 1.4 mills for new 
buildings in Dewitt, MI (median income 
$75,848) failed. A 2012 library millage of 
0.56 mills in Ann Arbor (median income of

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$105,893) failed. 

If communities with higher median 
incomes rejected lower library millages, 
why does BADL think this library millage 
will pass? 

In exchange for this tremendous tax 
increase, we would get a new library 
complete with a cafe, a lake view, lakeside 
trails, fishing piers, outside terraces, and 
a rain garden. Personally, I don't equate 
those amenities with a library and I am not 
willing to pay for their construction or their 
maintenance. 

I will be voting NO on August 5, 2014. 

I think BADL needs to rethink their 
proposal and come back to the taxpayers 
with something more economically realistic 
and based on what the library needs and 
not what the board wants.

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Belleville planners reject Kassab's request for large sign at Lake Plaza

The only item on the May 8 agenda of 
the Belleville Planning Commission was a 
sign review for Lake Plaza, Sam Kassab's 
upgrade for a mostly vacant building and 
parking lot at the city's entryway, 510-524 
Main Street. 

After about an hour of discussion, the 
commission advised Kassab to work 
with his architect and the city's planning 
consultant to come up with a sign that 
follows the local ordinance. 

His proposed sign was more than twice as 
large as allowed. 

Planning consultant Jill Bahm of 
Clearzoning, Inc. recommended against 
sign permit approval since the sign 
presented is 15" high from the ground to 
the top of the sign. The base is 5’ high and 
the sign area is 10’ high by 8’ wide for a 
total area of 80 square feet. 

Kassab said the sign he wanted was from 
Bloomfield Hills. 

Kassab's parcel is zoned B-2 and signs 
in B-2 are required to have a maximum 
height of 7’ and area of 30 square feet for 
each side. 

Consultant Bahm, who did not attend the 
planning commission meeting, wrote in her 
review of the application, “The proposed 
sign exceeds the permitted height by 8’ and 
area by 50’ square feet per side.” 

Also, Kassab’s ground sign permit 
application did not name the sign installer, 
marking in “To Be Determined.” Sign 
installers must be named and registered 


with the city. 

In another written review, this time of 
Kassab’s site plan, Bahm noted that Kassab 
has not complied with the conditions 
set forth by the planning commission at 
its March 13 meeting. The commission 
had approved his site plan, but required 
specifics of his landscaping and his 
proposed parking layout and entryway 
before he can proceed. 

The March 13 site plan was Kassab’s 
fourth site plan. 

“It’s been four times and I’m really 
exhausted,” Kassab told the commission 
when he was advised his plans are still 
lacking and can’t be approved. 

“T would like to sit down with Jill (Bahm) 
and go right through [everything],” Kassab 
said. “We need the parking. I’m paying 
taxes on the parking lot and everybody is 
parking there.” 

“As far as I know our planner has been 
working with you," said Commission 
Chairman Steve Jones. 

“She said I have to bring $150,” Kassab 
said. “My architect has been extremely 
sick.” 

Architect David Jajjoka accompanied 
Kassab to his first presentation to the 
commission in December, but has not been 
to a meeting since then and has not met 
with the planning consultant. 

It was explained that Kassab has been 
taking up so much of the consultant’s time 
that she requires a fee to talk to him further. 
Commission members urged Kassab to 
spend the money to get his plans in order

so his project can proceed. 

Commission Vice Chairman Michael 
Hawkins asked Kassab if his architect told 
him he didn’t have to follow the ordinance 
and Kassab said he thought he could get a 
variance. 

Jones said the city has specific limitations, 
so it doesn’t have sign clutter. 

Commissioner Mike Renaud said with a 
sign 8’ wide and 13’ tall, “You wouldn't be 
able to see The Lunch Box.” He referred to 
the restaurant at the other side of Kassab’s 
parking lot. 

Kassab said he will have eight to ten 
tenants and he wants them to be listed on 
the sign. With the smaller sign they would 
get hardly anything, he said. 

“Tonight we cannot give conditional 
approval to the sign. You have to redesign 
it,” Jones stated. 

“T’m really exhausted with this situation,” 
Kassab repeated. 

“You’ve been bringing it on yourself,” 
Commissioner Renaud said. “You don’t 
have what we said to bring and you didn’t 
follow the ordinance on the sign. I don’t 
know if it’s because your architect has 
been so sick ...” 

Commissioner Becky Hasen suggested if 
his architect is so sick, he might need to get 
another architect. 

“The driveway is still an issue,” said City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer. “You were 
supposed to work it out with Jill.” 

“My architect said the driveway and 
landscaping are corrected,” Kassab said. 

“But not fixed,” said Chairman Jones. 
“Tt’s an issue with ingress and egress.” 

“You have site plan approval. The 
landscaping and driveway is supposed to 
be worked out with Jill,” Kollmeyer said. 
“The only thing left is the sign.” 

“And, the sign has to be redesigned,” 
Jones said. 

“Your architect has to get creative,” said 
Renaud. “That’s what you’re paying him 
for.” 

Kassab complained that his sign will be 
behind the streetscape wall which is 4’ tall 
and people will only see 2’ of his sign. 

“Time is money,” Commissioner Matthew 
Wagner said. “It’s been four months. We 
skipped last month’s meeting. Nothing is 
going forward. We have to adhere to the 
law.” 

“T call it ‘The Heart of Belleville,” Kassab

said of his site. “You can’t see a lake like 
that anywhere else but in Belleville.” 

In other business at the May 8 meeting, 
the commission: 

* Heard Kollmeyer say a joint meeting 
is being set up for 6 p.m. June 16 for the 
city council, Downtown Development 
Authority, and the planning commission 
to review the new sign ordinance. She said 
she 1s looking for a place large enough to 
hold the meeting; 

* Heard Wagner express hope that 
Kassab's project will proceed; 

* Heard Commissioner John Juriga said 
that he had been quiet during this meeting. 
He said he had been a school teacher for 
many years with middle school students, 
"but tonight tried my patience ... very 
painful"; 

* Heard Jones announce there are still two 
vacancies on the nine-member planning 
commission. Renaud suggested they might 
want to reduce the size to the seven they 
have, but Kollmeyer said that took several 
steps to change the size; and 

* Heard Kollmeyer said it is going to 
cost Kassab an additional fee to talk to 
Bahm. *She's worn out," Kollmeyer said 
of Bahm's work on the Kassab project.

* Approved the Half Way to St. Patty’s Day 
event on Sept. 20 and the St. Patrick’s Day 
party on March 17, 2015 put on by Egan’s 
Pub on the Fourth Street Square.

Representing her for the scheduled 
preliminary exam was attorney Dured B. 
Hajji who asked Judge Parrott to waive 
Hand's preliminary exam and so the judge 
waived the exam and sent the case to circuit 
court on May 14. 

[In felony cases a preliminary exam 
is scheduled so the prosecutor can give 
evidence to show probable cause that a 
crime had been committed and that the 
defendant was involved. If the prosecutor 
succeeds in proving probable cause, the 
presiding 34* District Court Judge binds 
the case over for an arraignment on the

Court in the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
in Detroit.] 

Hand has two drug cases that will be 
arraigned together. In December, Hand 
did not show up in Circuit Court Judge 
David Groner’s courtroom for sentencing 
after pleading guilty to a Nov. 22 charge 
of possession of a controlled substance less 
than 25 grams. 

On April 8 Hand was charged with 
possession of a controlled substance less 
than 50 grams. 

Robert Norman Stark, 53, was brought 
to court for a preliminary exam from the 
Wayne County Jail on a charge of 1* degree 
home invasion. There are two co-defendants 
in this case: Jeremy Allen Sneyd, 27, and 
Randy Eli Black, 43. Neither of the co- 
defendants was in court and requests for 
information from VBT police department 
on the case have not been answered. 

On July 15, 2012 Stark and the two co- 
defendants were charged with 1* degree 
home invasion. First-degree home invasion 
could mean that another person was legally 
in the home. 

Stark is being held on $20,000 or 10% 
bond.

Parker said Starks’ priors included a 1991 
larceny in a building and a 2011 conviction 
for controlled substance. 

Judge Parrott said that first-degree home 
invasion is a 20-year felony and he was 
denying a bond reduction at this time. 
Judge Parrott referred the bond question to 
pre-trial services. 

Steven Lamont Wilson, 44, was brought 
to court from the Wayne County Jail. He 
is known as a habitual offender. Wilson is 
charged with operating while intoxicated- 
3" offense and driving while license 
suspended. 

Wilson’s public defender James Parker 
asked that his client’s preliminary exam be 
waived and Judge Parrott bound him over 
to circuit court for an arraignment on the 
information on May 14. 

Public Defender Parker asked for a 
personal recognizance bond because 
Wilson’s prior drinking charges were in 
2005 and 2007. He said Wilson needed to 
take care of his apartment. 

Judge Parrott denied a personal 
recognizance (unsecured) bond. 

“If these charges are true he has proven 
to be a danger to the public. $5,000-10% 
bond is not unreasonable,” Judge Parrott 
said, adding that if he posted bond, Wilson 
was not to be released without an alcohol 
tether. 

“He has proven himself to be a danger 
to the persons in this district — including 
me,” Judge Parrott continued. “He has had 
multiple drunk driving offenses, lost his 
license and drives anyway. 

“T’m keeping the $5,000 bond. That's for 
the safety of the community.” 

Murphy Beckon, 41, was charged with 
operating while intoxicated-3"., driving with 
open intoxicant, possession of marijuana 
and driving while license suspended-2". 

Beckon's attorney Jeffery Maynard asked 
for a two-week adjournment since he had 
just received the evidence in the case. The 
preliminary exam was adjourned until 
May 21. Judge Parrott continued Beckon's 
$50,000 personal recognizance bond. 

Deon Lemont Cooper, 39, was charged 
with driving while license suspended- 
2", possession of controlled substance, 
and improper transportation of medical 
marijuana in a vehicle. Cooper's attorney 
Thomas Morris asked Judge Parrottto waive 
Cooper's preliminary exam. Judge Parrott 
agreed and sent Cooper downtown for a 
May 21 arraignment on the information. 

Brandon John Petri, who is charged 
with domestic violence, was in court 
for a pretrial examination. Judge Parrott 
told Petri he should speak to an attorney 
before the trial date is set. Petri said he had 
posted bond on May 3 and would look into 
retaining an attorney. 

At the request of the victim, Petri's no- 
contact order was modified to no assaultive 
contact. Judge Parrott explained that 
“assaultive contact" can be intimidation, or 
yelling or arguing. Judge Parrott adjourned 
the pretrial exam until May 28. 

Mario Lamaar Toney, 43, pled guilty 
to operating while visibly impaired. Toney

was arrested on March 11 in VBT for 
driving under the influence. Toney's actual 
blood alcohol content was measured at .30, 
with .08 being the legal limit. 

Judge Parrott said with that high a blood 
alcohol count, “You were pushing being 
dead." 

Judge Parrott noted that Toney got a 
"wonderful plea deal" and accepted the 
guilty plea, sending Toney to probation for 
a pre-sentencing report. 

“No prior offenses. That's what saved 
you," Judge Parrott said. 

Toney's $5,000 personal recognizance 
bond was continued by Judge Parrott and 
is conditioned upon no consumption of 
alcohol at all, with random testing. 

Sumpter Township 

Marcus Lee Shaffer, 19, who was lodged 
at the Wayne County Jail, is charged with 
receiving and concealing a stolen vehicle 
and being under 21 with a measurable 
blood alcohol level. 

Shaffer's Legal Aid attorney James Parker 
asked the preliminary exam to be waived 
and for his client to be sent downtown for 
an arraignment on the information. Judge 
Parrott agreed and set May 14 as the date 
for him to appear in circuit court. 

Parker then asked for a modification 
to Shaffer's $5,000 or 1096 bond for 
a personal recognizance bond, saying 
Shaffer has been working with his uncle 
doing moving and drywall. He also has no 
prior felony convictions and is eligible for 


youth offender sentencing. 

Judge Parrott denied the modification 
saying Shafffer hada personal recognizance 
bond on a prior felony case and did not 
show up for court. 

Belleville 

Christopher Bouldes, 40, appeared 
with his attorney Paul Swanson. In a plea 
deal, Bouldes pled guilty to possession 
of marijuana and an amended charge of 
failure to display a valid license. In return, 
acharge of driving while license suspended 
was dismissed. 

Bouldes admitted to driving with a 
suspended license and possession of 
marijuana on Oct. 27. Swanson said he 
is too old for this stuff, adding that he is 
married with children and has had a job 
for 14 years. He moved to Belleville a year 
ago for a better environment. 

"Sorry this is your welcome,” 
Parrott said. 

When Judge Parrott issued Bouldes’ 
sentence he said probation won't make a 
difference with respect to marijuana and 
ordered 4 days on the work program with 
fines totaling $915. 

April Sherri Sibbitt was before Judge 
Parrott for a pretrial exam on a child abuse 
charge. Judge Parrott said two eyewitnesses 
have come forward to testify that the 
Belleville Police report was inaccurate. 

“You lost your balance,” Judge Parrott 
said, announcing the People have dismissed 
the charge without prejudice. 

“Without prejudice” means if other facts 
turn up in the future the same charge could 
be filed.

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VBT OKs tax abatement 
for Costco depot

The Van Buren Township Board 
of Trustees unanimously established 
Industrial Development District 424 for 
Costco Wholesale Corporation and then 
unanimously granted it an eight-year, 
50% tax abatement on real and personal 
property. 

The board met May 6 and held public 
hearings on the issues before the votes, 
with a bare quorum of four members. 
Absent and excused were Treasurer Sharry 
Budd and Trustees Phil Hart and Brenda 
McClanahan. 

Costco plans a 347,720-square-foot 
building on a 71.56-acre site at the Canton 
Township border on the west side of 
Belleville Road, north of Van Born and 
next to Bayloff. 

The 50% tax abatement on its real property 
for eight years totals a $393,152 abatement 
and the 5096 on its personal property for 
eight years totals $24,208.53. 

Costco plans to invest $40 million in real 
property and $4.088 million in personal 
property for a total of more than $44 
million. 

VBT Assessor Linda Stevenson said the 
estimated township tax on the real property 
each year would be $98,288 and times 
eight years equals $786,304. Half of that 
is $393,152. 

Stevenson said the personal property 
tax may go away altogether in 2016 if 
the voters pass the state ballot proposal in 
August. 

Peter Kahn, Assistant Vice President of 
Real Estate for Costco, said they plan to 
have 126 new jobs in the first year at a 
minimum and could easily grow to 200 in 
five years. He said Costco hires from the 
community and the average wage is $20.90. 
He said they will be seeking enthusiastic 
employees who are looking for careers and 
want to grow with the company to levels of 
leadership. 

“As they say, ‘We grow our own,” Kahn 
told the board, reeling off the company

benefits, including profit sharing. 

He said the Van Buren Township depot 
will be the distribution center for Michigan, 
Indiana, and Ohio. This will be Costco's 
tenth depot nationwide and the first in the 
State of Michigan. 

He said vendors will bring in their loads of 
TVs or soups or other items. The products 
will be pulled off the delivery truck and the 
pallet put on another truck to be taken to 
Costco stores. 

He said they have dry docks, for general 
merchandise, and wet docks for the meat, 
milk, cheese and other items that need 
refrigeration. 

Kahn said once a manager is appointed 
they will work out a job-hunting procedure 
and would be happy to work with the 
township. 

When Trustee Reggie Miller asked if they 
are union jobs, Kahn replied, “No, not in 
Michigan... but in other states workers are 
organized." 

Kahn said they would like to be open as 
soon as possible and are planning for next 
spring. 

Kahn said Costco will give local 
contractors the ability to bid on construction 
of the depot. He said it is usually more cost- 
effective to do that since local companies 
don't have to pay for transportation and 
housing, which drives up the cost. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said there will be an 
increase in traffic on Belleville Road. 

Kahn said the basic hours will be 6 a.m. 
to 2 p.m., with most traffic around the noon 
hour when trucks go out to distribute their 
loads. 

He said Costco will work with the 
community to have its preferred routes and 
work with the vendors on routes. 

Kahn said trucks will arrive in the 
morning prior to the gates opening, but they 
have a more than 1,000’ long panhandle, 
shared with Bayloff next door (they are 
negotiating an agreement), where trucks 
can park — two lanes in and two lanes out). 

He said they can easily stack 100 trucks

westbound on Ecorse. 

He told Miller he could see no need for 
more patrol cars. 

“T support long-term investment in the 
community, which will increase the tax 
base and bring 126 jobs,” Supervisor Linda 
Combs said, adding Costco is the seventh- 
largest company in the world. 

“Thank you for choosing our community,” 
she said to Kahn. 

John Delaney said from the audience that 
he should have given his comments before 
“the sales pitch” and noted Costco has no 
control over vendor trucks and, "They'll 
come however they want to come." 

He said there will be damage to the roads 
by all the trucks and organized chaos with 
the parking. 

“T really don't think this is their first 
rodeo," Supervisor Combs said referring to 
the Costco plans. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said a lot of the details 
will be addressed with the site plan which 
will go before the planning commission. 

Arthur Mullen, VBT Director of Planning 
and Economic Development, said Costco 
has a bullpen planned for 46 trucks plus 
the 1,000 feet outside the gate. He said the 
planning commission is getting ready to 
review this. 

In other business at the one-hour-and- 
eight-minute meeting, the board: 

* Approved the second reading and 
adoption of the Rezoning with Conditions 
from C (Local Business) to C-1 (General 
Business) of about 1.01 acres at the corner 
of Sumpter and Hull roads for upgrading 
of a gas station and party store owned by 
Joe Nasser; 


* Approved a job description for a 
part-time Human Resources Generalist 
employee and authorized a candidate 
search. The former part-time HR employee 
left for a full-time position; 

* Approved first readings of three 
amendments of ordinances concerning 
possession of controlled substances, 
penalties for violation, use, and narcotic 
paraphernalia, to comply with state law; 

* Removed from the agenda the 
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first reading of an ordinance to delete 
the sentence which states, “Uses for 
enterprises that are contrary to Federal, 
State, or Local Laws or Ordinances are 
prohibited.” This ordinance amendment 
was based on a recommendation by the 
planning commission to adopt the “Livonia 
language” related to the Michigan Medical 
Marijuana Act. This “Livonia language” has 
been struck down by the Michigan Supreme 
Court in its recent opinion of TerBeek v 
City of Wyoming as the court found that 
the Medical Marijuana Act preempted the 
city’s zoning ordinance. Consequently 
the township attorney recommended this 
"Livonia language" should be removed 
from VBT's ordinance; 

* Approved amendment of the bylaws for 
the Local Development Finance Authority 
so it can meet every other month instead 
of monthly. The LDFA was formed to 
administer the Visteon Village bonds and 
finances and there is not enough business 
now to necessitate meeting every month. 
Attorneys are working on the Visteon bond 
problem; 

* Approved Zambelli Fireworks Company 
for the fireworks bid of $10,000 and using 
the $12,000 “concert donations" grant 
from Waste Management to pay for the 
display with the extra $2,000 paying for 
portajohn rental, spraying for pest control, 
and DJ services. The fireworks concert is 
set for Beck Ball Fields on June 28, with 
a rain date of June 29. Supervisor Combs 
is collecting corporate donations to pay 
for the overtime pay for police and fire to 
handle crowd control. She said she will 
need about $10,000 for the overtime; 

* Approved the Engineering Standards 
Manual presented by the DPW as a guide 
for contractors and developers; 

* Approved continued negotiations among 
Detroit Water and Sewerage Department 
customers aimed at forming a regional 
water authority to manage the operations 
of DWSD; 

* Approved reappointments of Walter 
Rochowiak and Robert Cook to the Water 
and Sewer Commission with terms to 
expire June 1, 2016; 

* Approved the $13,200 contract for 
services for Fire Reporting System of 
CLEMIS; 

* Approved a resolution against 
Interdepartmental Employment, effective 
immediately, whereby township personnel 
will not be allowed to be employed in 
more than one job classification, with those 
already in more than one classification 
allowed to continue;

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Parents come to School Board to ask for mental health lease extension

At Monday's meeting, parents of patients 
and staff members of the Community Care 
Services asked the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education to extend the lease for 
the mental health treatment center which 
now is scheduled to run out June 30. 

Vicki Lyons, a support staff member at 
Community Care, said the mental health 
service has been in the school districts trailer 
at 416 Sumpter Road, ZB, for two years and 
has been in Belleville at various locations for 
30 years. 

She said they had a clothing closet that 
was run by developmentally disabled people 
from Washtenaw County at that location, 
but that closed. She said it was the cleanest 
clothes closet she ever saw. 

Lyons said Community Care services 
more than 300 clients with evaluation and 
treatment. She said if this location closed, 
patients would have to drive to Romulus, 
Taylor, or Southgate to get help. 

She said one family walks two miles from 
their home in Van Buren Township to get 
mental health treatment. 

Lyons said people with untreated mental 
health problems suffer homelessness, 
incarceration, become victims of crime, and 
get depressed and suicidal. 

She said early diagnosis and treatment can 
provide help for these people. 

Lyons said as a former township clerk for 
12 years, she is aware of financial difficulties 
for all organizations, including the schools, 
but, “I beg for your reconsideration.” 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel said there 
seems to be a misunderstanding. He said 
the district signed a lease with Community 
Care in July 2011 that was to run to June 30, 
2014. He said Community Care had to let the 
school district know by April 1 if it wanted to 
renew the lease for another two years. 

“Tt’s not that we turned it down,” Supt. Van 
Tassel said. “We didn’t cancel. You didn’t 
renew.” 

Lyons said her CEO told her that Community 
Care made many calls to the school district 
and none were returned. 

When Lyons asked Van Tassel if he was 
willing to renew the lease, Van Tassel said he 
would be “willing to have a conversation.” 


Van Tassel said the district will have 
“extreme costs to replace the trailer.” 

“If you can tell me there's an open door, 
I'm going to go through it,” Lyons said. “I’m 
pursuing it for 300 people." 

Board Treasurer Sherry Frazier said Lyons 
should be advocating for other locations, in 
Sumpter Township, Van Buren Township, or 
downtown Belleville. 

Frazier said the rent the school district 
offered wasn't enough and the district is 
getting squeezed financially by the state. 

"As a Realtor, I say you should have 
followed your lease," Frazier said. 

“I would have, if I was in charge,” 
Lyons said. “Ninety percent come from the 
Belleville schools. Let us help them before 
they go who knows where ... PI pursue it.” 

Georgette Reid, who has lived in VBT for 
25 years, said all three of her children have 
disabilities and mental issues. 

"This would be a devastating loss for me," 
Reid said, adding they now walk a half mile 
from their home to Community Care because 
they have no car. 

Reid said mental illness 1s very serious 
and those without treatment end up in jail or 
worse, depressed and suicidal. 

“T’m your heart, look after these children,” 
Reid said to the board. “Let them stay ... 
They don't have nowhere else to turn. 

"There are tons of children out here who 
have mental issues," Reid said. 

It was clarified that there are 300 patients 
and 80 of them are children. 

Ayron Smith-Douglas, a nurse case manager 
at Community Care, said she has worked at 
the Belleville Community Care for 30 years 
and will keep working there until they close. 

She said they were seeing 200 patients when 
it was in downtown Belleville. She has been 
working with three generations of families 
with mental health problems, which she said 
is “a whole underground in Belleville.” 

She said one client recently called her 
from beside the freeway in her car. She was 
broken down and didn’t know what to do and 
so called her mental health worker. 

“Sometimes they don’t know what to do,” 
Smith-Douglas said. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, the 
school board: 

* Approved a recommendation from Eric 
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Dumont of Plante Moran CRESA to award 
a contract to Control Net in the amount of 
$220,850 from the 2014 Sinking Funds for 
the McBride Middle School Mechanical 
System and Controls Upgrade Project. The 
second bid was from John E. Green; 

* Heard a presentation by Principal Aleisa 
Pitt and staff from Tyler Elementary School 
on curriculum being used; 

* Passed a resolution approving the Schools 
of Choice program for the first semester of 
the 2014-15 school year; 

* Approved the Wayne RESA Budget 
Resolution, in accordance with the Revised 
School Code; 

* Approved membership on the 2014 
Health Advisory Board as: Co-chairperson 
Joseph Brodie, health teacher at BHS; Co- 
Chairperson Dawn Spicer, parent with 
students at Tyler/BHS; Health Professional 
Dionisia, health para at BHS; Parent Connie 
Testorelli, parent/BHS; Students Eddie 
McWilliams and Brianna Jones, students 
at BHS; Pastor Jim Richter, local pastor; 
Angela Scroggie, gym teacher at Tyler; 
School Board Liaison Kathy Kovach; and 
Ex-officio members Diane Kullis, Director of 
Instruction, and Karen Johnston, Supervisor 
of Special Education. The board will bring a 
recommendation to the school board;

* Approved the resignation as of June 20 “for 
other endeavors" of teacher Angela Zuellig 
of McBride, who had taught nine years; and 
the non-renewal of the probationary teaching 
contract of Kim Roberson, who taught one 
year at Tyler; 

* Heard board vice president Martha 
Toth give a legislative update. She said she 
believes the state will not use the Common 
Core tests expected for next school year and 
will use the MEAP tests instead, which is a 
bad idea. Toth said the State of Washington 
declined Common Core testing, so under 
the federal No Child Left Behind rules the 
whole state would have failed the test. Now 
U.S. Secretary of Education Arnie Duncan 
said he will grant an extension of NCLB. 
“T understand why people are so upset with 
the tests," Toth said, adding she will be 
doing her part by being in Seattle on June

Foundation; 

* Was informed by Trustee Scott Russell 
that the Savage Elementary Carnival will be 
May 16 and if anyone has the urge to hurl 
something at a board member, he will be in 
his best suit sitting in the dunk tank; and 

* Was reminded the next meeting of the 
school board will be at 7 p.m., May 19, for 
a work/study session at the administration 
building and graduation for seniors is May 
29.

PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved, Wright 
seconded to open the public hearing to hear 
public comment on request to establish Industrial 
Development District #24. Roll Call Vote. Yeas: 
Combs, Wright, Jahr and Miller. Nays: None. 
Absent: Budd, Hart and McClanahan. Carried. 
Supervisor Combs opened the public hearing 
at 7:03 p.m. Supervisor Combs went to 
Assessing Coordinator Stevenson to discuss the 
development of Industrial Development District 
#24. Stevenson referenced the outline maps in 
agenda packets, which contain 71.56 acres and 
are comprised of 3 parcels that would be strictly 
for the Costco depot. All notices were sent to 
taxing authorities via certified mail regarding 
the public hearing, and the notice was published 
in the paper of record. Supervisor Combs shared 
that this matter was discussed and questions were 
thoroughly answered at the work study session. 
Trustee Jahr asked Stevenson to provide the 
location of the proposed district. The location is 
on the west side of Belleville Road, north of Van 
Born Road and the railroad tracks near Bayloff 
and Holly Construction. 
There being no further discussion, a motion was 
made to close the public hearing at 7:06 p.m. 
Jahr moved, Wright seconded to close the public 
hearing. Roll Call Vote. Yeas: Combs, Wright, 
Jahr and Miller. Nays: None. Absent: Budd, 
Hart and McClanahan. Carried. 
Jahr moved, Miller seconded to open the public 
hearing to hear public comment on request to 


for Costco Wholesale Corporation. Roll Call 
Vote. Yeas: Combs, Wright, Jahr and 
Miller. Nays: None. Absent: Budd, Hart and 
McClanahan. Carried. 

Supervisor Combs opened the public hearing at 
7:06 p.m. Supervisor Combs went to Assessing 
Coordinator Stevenson for an overview. 
This is a request for an industrial facilities 
exemption on both real and personal property 
for its distribution center, which is located on 
Belleville Road. The project is a $40 million 
building and approximately $4 million for 
personal property costs for the entire project. 
Costco has submitted the application submitted, 
which was filed properly. All public notices 
were sent by certified mail, and the notice was 
published in the paper of record. The Costco 
distribution center, referred to as a “depot”, will 
consist of approximately 347,000 sq. ft. with 
both dry and wet (refrigerated) areas, office, 
an engine room, and a guard booth. There 
are presently nine other depots in the United 
States. The project will also include a new 
traffic signal, sidewalks, and improvements to 
Belleville Road. The abatement analysis is in 
the packets. Costco qualifies for an eight year 
abatement. They presently have a purchase 
option on the land. The building will be pre- 
cast concrete construction with loading docks. 
There was a lot of discussion regarding the 198 
agreement during the Work Study Session and 
Assessing Coordinator Stevenson stated Van 
Buren Township is adequately protected by 
this agreement; however, would like to add if 
Costco plans to appeal to the Tax Tribunal due 
to an issue with valuation, to contact Van Buren 
Township to discussion first. 

Board members made the following comments. 
Trustee Jahr clarified that while he has concerns 
on abatements, this is not a complete tax 
abatement it is only 50 percent. The 2015 taxes 
are projected at $18,200 for property tax revenue 
at (0.91 mills) and $80,000 for public safety 
millage revenue (4.0 mills). Trustee Miller asked 
about jobs. Costco representative Peter Kahn 
stated Costco would have a minimum of 126 
jobs within three years and this number could 
grow to 200 within 5 to 10 years. The average 
wage is $20.90/hour with a comprehensive 
benefit package. The proposed Costco depot/ 
distribution center would serve Costco retail 
outlet warehouses in Indiana, Michigan and 
Ohio. Mr. Kahn discussed Costco's community 
involvement and its commitment to becoming 
citizens of our community including: Adopt 
a school reading program with Costco 
employees as volunteers; it participates in 
both the Children's Hospital (in Michigan, 
this would impact the Detroit Medical Center) 
and United Way campaigns; the Fresh Start 
Backpack Program for children in local schools; 
Communities and Schools volunteerism and 
fundraising; and a Costco College Scholarship 
Fund. Trustee Miller asked about efforts to hire 
local residents and if postings could be handled 
on the Van Buren Township website. Mr. Kahn 
stated Costco will set up an office locally and 
recruit there and Costco would be willing to 
partner with the Township. Trustee Jahr asked 
about the construction time table. The estimated 
completion date is spring 2015. Supervisor 
Combs asked if local contractors would have 
the ability to bid upon the construction. Kahn 
confirmed that local contractors will have the 
ability to bid. Trustee Jahr requested information 
about traffic along Belleville Road. Costco is 
sensitive to this and will work with the Township 
noting the hours of operation are from 6 a.m. 
and 2 p.m. with the majority of the traffic at the 
noon hour when trucks go out to distribute the 
goods. Also, Costco is negotiating an easement 
that would be more than 1,000 feet long with 
two lanes in and two lanes out and widen to 
three lanes, where 100 trucks could stack on the 


property before the gates open. Trustee Miller 
asked Public Safety Director Laurain to discuss 
whether this proposed additional traffic would 
be a burden on public safety resources. Laurain 
stated that depending on the actual truck routes 
he did not feel it would warrant an additional 
police car on the road. Supervisor Combs stated 
she welcomes Costco long-term investment 
in the community noting the proposed 
development is for $40 million for real property 
and $4 million for personal property with off-site 
improvements to include a new traffic signal, 
improvements to Belleville Road and a new 
sidewalk and reiterated the additional number of 
jobs. Clerk Wright echoed Supervisor Combs' 
comments regarding Costco. Trustee Miller 
asked Mr. Kahn to address the jobs coming 
from current employees; he confirmed these 
are new positions. Trustee Miller stated she 
does not like tax abatements, she is okay with 
this 50 percent abatement. Trustee Jahr echoed 
Trustee Miller's discussion on tax abatements, 
but our community is in competition with other 
communities within this state and this request 
falls within the framework set up by the State 
of Michigan. 

The audience made the following comments. 
Resident John Delaney inquired as to whether 
presently employed individuals would be given 
preference over outside candidates to the 126 
jobs; had concerns about traffic/transportation 
logistics and possible damage to roads, as well 
as County maintenance issues; the feasibility 
of a rating system for local residents to receive 
priority on interviews; the process that was used 
in this negotiation. Director Mullen clarified 
the traffic issues and Assessing Coordinator 
Stevenson clarified actively involved both 
parties. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was 
made to close the public hearing at 7:47 p.m. 
Miller moved Jahr seconded to close the public 
hearing. Roll Call Vote. Yeas: Combs, Wright, 
Jahr and Miller. Nays: None. Absent: Budd, 
Hart and McClanahan. Carried.

A person shall not use a controlled substance unless the substance was obtained 
directly from, or pursuant to, a valid prescription or order of a practitioner while acting 
in the course of the practitioner's professional practice, or except as otherwise 
authorized by this division. A person who violates this section as to: 


(1) Lysergic acid diethylamide, peyote, mescaline, dimethyltryptamine, psilocyn, 
psilocybin, or a controlled substance classified in schedule 5 of section 7220 
of Act No. 368 of the Public Acts of Michigan of 1978 (MCL 333.7220, MSA 
14.15(7220)), is guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by imprisonment for not 
more than 90 days, or a fine of not more than $500.00, or both. 

(2) Marijuana, is guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by imprisonment for not 
more than 90 days, or a fine of not more than $500.00, or both unless used in 
accordance with and pursuant to the Michigan Medical Marijuana Act (MCL 
333.26421 et seq.) and the rules of the Michigan Department of Community 
Health promulgated thereunder and any subsequent amendments to said Act 
or rules.

The Charter Township of Van Buren hereby ordains that Section 58-292 of the 
Township General Code of Ordinances be amended as follows: 

Sec. 58-292. Controlled substances— Possession; penalties for violation of section. 

A person shall not knowingly or intentionally possess a controlled substance or an 
official prescription form or a prescription form unless the controlled substance, 
official prescription form, or prescription form was obtained directly from, or pursuant 
to, a valid prescription or order of a practitioner while acting in the course of the 
practitioner's professional practice, or except as otherwise authorized by this division. 
A person who violates this section as to: 


(1) Lysergic acid diethylamide, peyote, mescaline, dimethyltryptamine, psilocyn, 
psilocybin, or a controlled substance classified in schedule 5 of section 7220 
of Act No. 368 of the Public Acts of Michigan of 1978 (MCL 333.7220, MSA 
14.15(7220)), is guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by imprisonment for not 
more than 90 days, or a fine of not more than $500.00, or both. 
Marijuana, is guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by imprisonment for not 
more than 90 days, or a fine of not more than $500.00, or both, unless 
possessed in accordance with and pursuant to the Michigan Medical 
Marijuana Act (MCL 333.26421 et seq.) and the rules of the Michigan 
Department of Community Health promulgated thereunder and any 
subsequent amendments to said Act or rules 
(3) A prescription form other than an official prescription form, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor, punishable by imprisonment for not more than 90 days, or a 
fine of not more than $500.00, or both.

Understanding 
the Law

This article is pretty straightforward: 
Someone owes you money... How can you 
get them to pay you when they are ignoring 
your demands for payment? 

Often, people waste time and energy trying 
to collect money owed to them by making 
phone calls, voicemails, text messages, 
emails to the debtor demanding payment. In 
our experience, these “amicable” methods 
simply do not work. 

Ifsomeone owes you money, we encourage 
you to promptly avail yourself of a two- 
step process: (1) Mail a demand letter to 
the debtor demanding payment within 10 
days (or whatever date you decide), and (2) 
file a lawsuit against the debtor if payment 
is still not received. 

Your attorney can draft the demand 
letter. It is relatively inexpensive and a 
legally recognized procedure for collecting 
money. Demand letters act as a warning 
shot, giving the other party an opportunity 
to pay before commencing a lawsuit. 

If payment is still not received, and you 
are legally entitled to it, then the next 
step is to file a lawsuit. Although most 
people balk at the idea of “going to court,” 
typically it is your best and only option to 
get paid. Commencing a lawsuit can often 
be more efficient and cost effective than 
angrily trying to resolve the matter out of 
court.
